Applicant argues that Xu fails to teach performing subsequent processing steps carried 
out at temperatures of about 400oC or greater in a hydrogen containing environment as recited in 
claim 13 (p. 5). 

The examiner disagrees. In the Experiments section, other steps are disclosed (col.2 of 
Section II. Experiments ). Since the applicant does not claim any steps, any processing step 
including the comparison step would read on applicant's claim 

Applicant next argues that Xu fails to teach nitriding an existing oxide layer as recited in 
claim 20 (p.6). 

The examiner disagrees. A nitridation step is clearly taught in col.2 lines 19-21 of Xu. 
Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
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
